As regarding the legality of taxing 
income derived from an illegal source, 
Mr. Rose declared that income is tax- 
able, regardless of whether it 15s 
earned with the sweat of the brow or 
is acquired through illegal “— 

According to the law, Mr. Rose 
states, a man may be taxed on in- 
come derived from gambling, but he 
is not exempt from losses sustained in 
an illegal manner such as losses at 
gambling. 

This point being ont of the way, 
the problem of the collector is,»merely 
to collect data as to the income of 
the elusive bootlegger, and collect it 
in a manner that evidence -acceptable 
tu the courts may be sustained. 

Interesting Stories. 

In the work of collecting this data, 
agents of the government have uncov- 
ered scores of interesting and highly 


oe 


ot business—this whisky business— 
according to officials. 

A great portion of those who will 
be indicted on these charges, Mr. Rose 
stated, are men who have “sky-rock- 
eted” to wealth and affluence through 
the illegal practice of selling whisky. 

Numerous instances are on record 
in the collector’s office, it was stated, 
where a man who was in poverty only 
a few years ago is literally “rolling” 
i wealth now—and this applies to 
those who have gotten rich quick by 
bootlegging. 

There are other examples of wealth 
being quickly made known to officials, 
but in no single line of business has 
there been such a large per cent of 
get-rich-quick operators as in the 
liquor game. 

How To Pay Safely. 


_ Work of checking up on these men 
is being pushed steadily, and in an- 
swer to the question which the 
|alarmed bootlegger might put, as to 
| how to make out his return, the fol- 
‘lowing hint is dropped, coming from 
the authorities, but without any of- 
| ficial connection with the government: 
| Questions. 

| In the event an honest bootlegger 
decides to save himself trouble and 
make out his return properly, how 
/is he going to handle the point of 
“source of income?” 

If he admits, under oath, that he 
'has made $2,000 from profit on sale 
_of liqucr, can this admission be used 
‘against him in proceedings to convict 
_for violation of the 18th amendment’? 

Answers. 
One man, thought to be a_ boot- 
_legger, made out his return without 
'admitting that the income was. de- 
‘rived through the sale of liquor. He 
attributed his income to “sale of per- 
sonal property.” 

This is legal. One doesn’t have to 
itemize “personal property” disposed 
of—and it is pretty generally conced- 
ed that liquor is personal property-——- 
very personal, some would say. 

Therefore, if a man derives his in- 
eome from the sale of whisky, he de- 
it from the sale of persona!

THE DUST HAZARD. 

Dirt is any foul or foreign mate- 
rial adhering to anything to such an 
extent that the neighbors may notice 


it. Dust is any dry substance so fine- 


be readily blown about in the air. 
Neither dust nor dirt is necessarily 
prejudiced to health, even though it 
be a nuisance in the common sense, 
that is, annoying, offensive to smell 


Street dust, which contains particles 
of sputum and other excrement, is 
deemed a nuisance in the public 
health sense, that is, detrimental to 
health. The dusts in various indus- 
tries are hazardous in four ways. 
First, as foreign matter in the air, 
setting up chronic disease of the air 
passages, bronchial tubes and some- 
times the lungs; second, as minute 
cutting particles (stone dust and 
metal dust) opening little wounds in 
the delicate lining of bronchial tubes 
or lungs and thereby, favoring inva- 
sion by tubercle bacilli to produce tu- 
berculosis; third, as particles of pois- 


onous substances such as lead, arse- 
nie or mercury in various trades; 


fourth, when the particles are of a 
combustible nature the dust may be 
an explosive mixture, 

Dust is really a normal and indis- 
pensable constituent of the air. With- 
out dust there woud be no rain, 
clouds or mist, our clothing would be 
execrable. The dust always present 
in the air limits humidity by causing 


precipitation of the moisture as rain, 
elps control temperature by the for- 
mation of mists, clouds and fog. 

Household dust and the dust in of- 
fices, stores, theaters, churches, rail- 
way cars and city streets may contain 
the germs of tuberculosis, pneumo- 
nia and influenza, which germs find 
their way to floor or ground in ex- 
cretions from nose and throat. But 
such germs do not long retain their 
virulence (capacity to produce dis- 
ease) when expdésed to even diffuse 
daylight; direct sunlight destroys 
them in a few minutes, Many stu- 
dies and experimental invstigations 
have been made which atrongly sug- 
gest that dust as a disease conveyor 
is of very little importance. So far 
as pneumonia, tuberculosis, influenze, 
meningitis and other respiratory in- 
fections are concerhed, there is no 
evidence that these are carried by 
dust; the usual mode of infection is 
direct droplet infection or spray given 
off when the germ-producer coughs 
or gneezes or talks. 

The old favorite newspaper gossip, 
wherein some busy but not very well 
informed physician ascribes’ the 
“grippe’ epidemic to dusty streets, 
or to slush, as the condition may be, 
is pure romance. Such epidemics are 
started and maintained by the fellow 
who does his coughing and sneezing 
publicly as long as he can keep about 
and read the sanitary “bunk” given 
out by the doctor who thrives on epi- 
demics. Even in the hospital wards 
or sick room, careful bacteriological 
examination of sweepings or dust, as 
tvell as inoculation of susceptible ani- 
‘mals, invariably shows no_ tubercle 
bacilli, provided the tuberculous pa- 
tient is intelligent and conscientious 
or, if helpless, properly nursed or 
cared for as regards disposal of 
sputum. -In instances where infec- 
tion with tuberculosis may be attrib- 
uted to dust, it is more reasonable to 
believe that direct droplet or spray 
infection is responsible.

Alliances With European Powers Are 
. Necessary. 

If President Washington was Nving in 
this eventful year of 1919, and was ealled 
mpon for a messace to the people of the 
United States to take the form of a fare- 
well measage, I feel sure that such a mes- 
sage would be greatly different to his fare- 
well message of 1796. 

More that a century of active vigorous 
growth of our nation, which has put ns in 
the very front rank—standing upon the 
very top of the world, as it were—gives 
a very differemt viewpoint to that occu- 
pied by Washington. 

I. believe President Washington’s coun- 
sel to avold entangling alliances with Hu- 
ropean nations was sound at the time it 
was given. Then the temperament of the 
people was greatly different to that of the 
present. That. which we:will call civifliz- 
ing influences had not made such deep im- 
rpressions. Wars, for any and every reason, 
or perhaps for no reason at all, were con- 
stant throughont the old country. 

We had just launched out on a new 
and untried form of government—a_ repub- 
lic, a representative democracy in which 
all the people were to have a voice and 
representation. There were no precedents, 
no guide posts, no warning signals. The 
very atmosphere was charged and ‘sur- 
charged with caution. Fredom and liberty 
were the watchwords, and represented to 
them jewels of such vatue as to outwetgn 
and over@alance the tearing up of the home 
nest, the breaking away from home ties 
and friendships, the sailing across of un- 
known seas in frail crafts, and to land 


in a wilderness in an entirely new world. 
Time was needed or development. of 


strength. It was very much desired that 
this development should be itn our own 
way. It should come as result of exercise 
of functions of our own making. Commer- 
cial relations were necessarily very limit- 
ed. The Atlantic ocean was three thousand 
miles wide. It required three months or 
more to make passage. Small sailing ves- 
sels, depending upon the breeze for motive 
power was the equipment. A handful of 
materials made up the!r cargoes. 

Under these circumstances, alliances with 
European powers could be avoided, were 
unnecessary and even dangerous. This is 
what President Washington saw. He ad- 
vised accordingly, and his counsel was 
sound, Our country has profited greatly 
by adopting the course he outlined. 

But we are no longer a baby nation. We 
have had 123 years in which to grow and 
develop since then, results of which show 
that growth has been healthy and vigor- 
ous. Our population then was about 4,000,- 
(000 people, as against our present popu- 
lation of one hundred and ten million

| <Any plan for action contemplating fu- 
ture interests which is on a plane measur- 
ing no higher than our present ability to 
attain, to say the most for it, could net 
be uplifting to any great degree, and may 
contain in it the germ of deb&sement. 

The towering strength of Christianity 
lies in the fact that at all times, and 
‘under all circumstances there is something 
yet higher to be attained. That after the 
mastery of each succeeding virtue we are 
‘given a higher, wider vision of the true 
and the beautiful which continues to beck- 
(on us on, and on, and ever on into new 
fields of unexplored virtues. No one has 
ever attained the supreme heights of the 
full statue of Christian virtues. This is the 
realm of the Most High and must ever re- 
main so in order to command our worship. 

Idealistic, visionary, yes; but it points 
in the right direction. We may never be 
able to attain all the benefits possible 
under such an alliance, but we can strive 
for the mastery, and in the striving we 
would be conscious of advancing, and 
climbing towards the accomplishment of 
virtues engaging the service of earth’s no- 
blemen. 

There are other reasons besides that of 
avoiding future wars, which will justify our 
entry into a league of nations. 

As result of the great struggle just closed, 
there are probfems of reconstruction of 
such great maguitude—of such world-wide 
interest—as the require the greatest skill, 
the most unselfish statesmanship, and the 
keenest diplomacy of the world. These 
problems are not local. They are world 
problems. I think I understand what Presi- 
dent Wilson meant when he said, that in 
the following up of almost every thread 
of the tangled skein at the peace confer- 
ence at Versailles, before finding the end, 
at some place ft crossed, or came in con- 
tact with the provimce of the league of na- 
tions. They are world problems, involving 
world interests, and requiring the skill of 
the world’s best diplomacy. 

New nations have been bora which must 
be raised and trained up in and by the 
great family of nations. Their problems 
must be shaped up and set right. 

There are problems in finance and com- 
merce to be adjusted. 

Bolshevism with its flashing tongue of 
forked hell has raised its head in almost 
every country. By it, every form of in- 
ventive genius, and even civilization itself 
is seriously threatened. Black shadows of 
another period of ‘‘dark ages’’ hangs dan- 
gerously low. 

These are some of the problems challeng- 
ing the skill of the world’s united states- 
manship. Our own country must take its 
place among the other nations of the world. 
We cannot avoid, or shirk our responsibility. 
Should we seek to do so, we are told by 
those in best position to know, that world 
chaos would result. The conditions are such 
that in order to gave ourselves, we must 
save others. 

Yes, I believe President Washington, if 
living today, would be an advocate for a 
league of nations. His great storehouse of 
common sense, his love and keen interest 
for bis country and people would direct it.

in effect at the federal reserve banks. 
Farmers Not Benefited. 

“Inasmuch as the reduction of the 
discount rate at the federal reserve 
banks has not resulted in a corres- 
ponding decline in the rates paid by 
farmers and other borrowers who deal 
with banks located in the small cities 
and towns of the agricultural sections 
of the west and south, it is apparent 
that in those sections of the country 
where relatively high interest rates 
prevail, and there is a wide margin 
between such rates and the federal 
reserve bank rates, the latter have but 
slight, if any effect upon rates charged 
hy reserve board banks. 

“In the financial centers, where the 
money markets are more sensitive to 
changes in credit demand, there is a 
closer relationship between the re- 
serve bank discount rates and rates 
p>charged to customers by reserve mem- 
ber banks. 

“In December, 1921, member banks 
charged their customers rates of 5 
per cent or less on eight-tenths-of 1 
per cent of the paper rediscounted
